A Fight Among Roustabouts, Caused by 
Jealousy, af@ Ending in Murder—The 
Letter Which Caused the Trouble—The 
Murderer Runs to the Four Courts 
and Gives Himself Up—His Story, 


About 8:45 this morning Officers Walsh and 
Young were attracted to the rear of No. 910 
Market street by a crowa of young negroes 
whom they met wildly scouring the neighborhood 
for a police officer. In a room in the second 
story of the sookery atthe above location they 
found a aozen colored women thronging about 
John Fields, whe sat on the edge ef a 
bed, vainly trying to staunch a_ copious 
flow of blooa from a small wound 
in the abdomen, which could be seen through the } 
rent in the man’s clothes. A messenger was dis- 
patched to the City Dispensary, where the well- 
known call from “Market street alley” was 
promptly answered, At five minutes before 9 the 
man Was carried into the Dispensary with his 
blood dripping from every garment he had on. 
He was placed on the bed, and aftera single 
glance the physician announced the wound fatal. 
The diagnosis was confirmed two minutes 
later, when the roustabout’s eyes 
closed in death, and with 


ashudder he reeled over on the ccuch and 
breai bed bis last. The body was at once trans- 
fe. red to the Morgue. In the meantime the search 
forthe murderer was begun by the police. The 
Only eye-witnesses of the cutiing were Mrs. Hen- 
ry Burns and her mother, Mrs. Johnson. in whose 
house the fatal altercation occurred. While they 
were attracted te Field, Long left the house, and 
HO one knew where he went. Officer Walsh ob- 
tained a rough description of the murderer, 
and ran tothe Four Courts, whlle Officer Young 
prosecuted the search in the pelghberhood with 
some officers sent b ck by Walsu from Central 
Station. A Post-DisPATCH reporter, who 
reached the scene a few minutes after the cutting, 
vas hurrying through the alleys in the adjoiming 
LIOcK, When be was met by a berd of negro meu, 
women and children, racing westwards towards 
the Four Courts. The teader stopped a 
noment to inquire, “Did you see a nigger run- 
nin’ thro’ dis alley, kase John Long is goin’ to give 
hisseif up.””- Atthis moment a vegro was dis- 
covered running past the mouth of the alley and 
Lhe Crowd tiat had come up and stopped to hear 
ihe Conversation started in kot pursult, The ne- 
urO tnan reached the Four Courts abead of his 
uls bursuers, and, running up tothe Central Sia- 
Liod bar where Sergt. Schmittgens was telephon- 
ing the murderer’s description to the various 
Siations, be said: “I’m Jonn Long, and 1 want to 
GIVE MYSELF UP.” 

Officer Walsh was siauding by receiving in- 
structions from Capt. Frucbte, and took the man 
in charge and began searching him, A handkKer- 
chief and a pipe were the only property found in 
IS possession, and he was taken down to Central 
District Holdover, Where he gave an account of 
tie Killing. Long is 31 years of age, uadersized, 
but muscular and hardy.

H. Shelley of 
Minnesota for the second, The delegations from 
the cities which are desirous of securing the 
National Convention are hard at Work. 
The Chicago delegation seems to be making the 
most noise, and its rooms are constantly filled. 
The delegation appears to havea large fund to 
draw on, and entertains lavishly. The Cincin- 
nati Men have not given up the figiit, but they are 
not hopeful. St. Louis is Chicago’s principal com- 
petitor, but withiu the past twenty-four hours 
Saratoga has loomed up as a strong frival, and 
may carry off the prize should the fight between 
Chicago and St. Louis grow so hot asto prevent 
the selection of either piace.

ST. LOUIS CHANCES. 

Earnest work has been done today by 
the various delegations who are anxious 
to secure the Democratic National Con- 
vention for their respective cities, 
and missionaries without nuinber have prayed 
and pleaded with the members of the National 
Oommittee until the latter are almost sorry they 
have to decide the question. The committee 
meets at the Arlington Hotel at 10 o’clock. 


‘ Its only business is to name the time and place 


for the Convention, and issue a call for the same. 
A memorial will be presented tothe committee 
from the Democratic territorial delegates to Con- 
gress urging that the call be mace broad enough 
to-give the territories representation in the con- 
vention. The committee will carefully file the 
memorial away and comfort the territorial men 
with a promise of tickets of admission to the con- 
vention hall. The members hold tliat they have 
not the power to grant the request of the memori- 
alists. The present officers of the committee hold 
over until the convention appoints a new commit- 
tee, Chairman Barnum arrived yesterday 
and has been busily engaged in quiet talks 
with committee men and prominent Dem- 
ocrats. He intimates that he wants the conven- 
tion to go to Saratoga, but the Chicago 
people declare that at heart he favors their city. 
On the other hand, some of the St. Louis adhe.- 
ents assert that they have been assured of Mr. 
Barnum’s support at the right time. On the sur- 
face, at least, the contest still seems to be be- 
tweeg Chicago and St. Louis, and the friends of 
eacd talk with creat confidence. Several montis 
ago the Iroquois Ciub of Chicago sent letters to 
each member of the committee, setting forth the 
claims and advantages of their city for the con- 
vention, and to-day they have been trying to 
clinch these arguinents with personal pleadings. 
Much anxiety has been displayed by the various 
workers +. to learn how the Eastern 
meinbers of the committee lean on the question 
of place. It is considered as quite 
probable that Messrs. Barnum, Prince, Hewitt, 
and one or two others hold the balance of 
power when the vote is taken, and may thus dic- 
tate the city to the committee.

WASHINGTON, February 22—10 a. M.—Chicago 
witl probably recerve the Democratic Convention, 
which will meet about the 20th of June. The 
Western members of tle National Committee and 
influential Western Democrats who have been 
drawn here by its meeting are entireiy outspoken 
onthe tariff question. They say’ that the only 
fault in Mr. Morrison’s bill ts that it does not go 
far enough; that the tariff is the one issue in the 
West, and tnat the people out there are alive to 
the question. To avoid it would be suicide for 
the party, they say, and the only way to success 
is not only to make tariff reform the issue, but 
to discuss it in the most positive and radical man- 
ner. 

“*What about Ohio?” your correspondent in- 
quired of some liiinois and Indiana men who 
were talking to the effect stated above. 

“We don’t count Obio in the next election as a 
Democratic State atall. 1t will undoubtedly go 
Republican and we are willing it should. If we 
make a proper platform, square and honest on 
the tariff, we can do without Vhio, and of course 
we expect nothing from Pennsylvania. If there 
should be a shilly-shaily and evasive platform on 
the tariff, we should lose the election, and if we 
speak out honestly we can carry it witbout Obio.’ 

“+ What do tbe Eastern members 
of the National Committee say to 
this kind of talk, or are they permitted to hear 
11?’ your correspondent asked. 

“*Oh, yes, they have to hear It. Our people 
think this a good time to speak out. I have not 
heard any Eastern members of the convention 
express themselves, because 1am not a member 
of the convention myself, put I am told they do 
not Say much. They seem to think that the party 
has not gotmuch of a chance. Wewill show 
them about tbatif they will give usa chance 
when the convention meets.’ 

“The Eastern men say that the Morrison bill 
will not pass. Some of them, like Mr. Hewitt, 
say it ought not to pass, but I Know better. It is 
going to pass inthe Howse, and Ll should not 
wonder if it shéuid pass in the Senate. If it fails 
it will be because the committee weakens it too 
much. I hope they will not make that blunder,

CHICAGO A NECK AHEAD. 

WASHINGTON D. C., February 22, 12 m.— 
The Demecratic National Committee is just 
upon the point of going into session for the pur- 
pose of selecting the time aad place of holding 
the National Convention. There is a strong feel- 
ing against admitting reporters, and unless this 
is overcome the report of the proceedings 
will no doubt be late and fragmentary. 
The Chicago people are the most contident and, 
make the unqualified statement that the conven- 
tion willgo to their city. They will not admit 
that there is a doubt of this. The St. Louis dele- 
gation are more quiet, but confident that they will 
secure the prize. Some of them claim seventeen 
votes on the first ballot.

LONDON, February 22.—The Times’ article upon 
the Lasker incident says: “At last Bismarck 
has obtained an opportunity to show his dislike 
foracountry which annually robs him of thou- 
sands of conscripts. Congress was ill advised in 
sending the resolution, and Bismarck was ungra- 
cious iu returning it. Granting, however, that 
Bismarck was right in refusing to praise Herr 
Lasker, his organs are wrong in reviling Minister 
Sargent. The latter was only obeying his Gov- 
ernment, and there is no reason whi he should be 
held up, in deflance of interuational courtesy and 
aimost of International law, to the contempt of 
the German peopie. It ts said that Minister Sar- 
gent is hardly careful enough of forms and cere- 
monies to please a court so formal as that at Ber- 
lin, but a worse moment to try and induce him to 
resign could hardly have been chosen than the 
present, when his resignation would still further 
sirain the relations between the two countries, 
which ought to be on excellent terms.”

BERLIN, February ¢2.—The Deutsch Tagebiatt, 
eommeuting upon Bismarck’s reply to the Lasker 
resolution, repels the interference of a foreign 
regislature in the internal affairs of Germany, 
and criticises the diplomatic intermediary method 
employed in the transmission of the resolution, 
and then says: “We believe that Herr Lasker 
was unknown lo a majority of the Congressmen.

MAY BE SERIOUS. 

The Result of the Bismarck Snub 

in the Lasker Case. 

Two German Editors Interviewed Upon 
the Subject--Dr. Guenther Makes 
Some Very Severe Comments Upon 
Minister Sargent. 


“Oh, [think this Dasker matter is about at an 
end,” suid Dr. Eaward Preuss, managing editor 
of the Amerika, this afternoon. “I am satisfied, 
too, that it will in no wise disturb the friendly re- 
lationg between this Government and Germany. 
You see Bisinarck felt that he could not transmit 


tothe Reichstag any such a document as that 
which we sent, because it was a virtual declaration 
aguinst the policy of the Government he repre- 
sented. Still, he proved that he was willing to be 
as courteous as the circumstances would permit, 
and he published tne resolutions entire in his 
semi-official organ, where they were certain to be 
seen by every member of the Reichstag. That 
done, he regarded it as his duty to send 
them back. When we consider the position 
he was placed in we are bouna to concede that he 
had no other course consistent with bis own 
dignity. lam satisfied that now that the matter 
hag been fully explained he is convinced that our 
Congress had no intention of offending 
bis Government, aud on the other 
hand I believe that Congress is bound 
to acquit biin of any desire to iusuit us in return- 
ing the resoiuiions.’’ 

The editor of the Evening Tribune, 

MR. OTTO GUENTHER, 
differs somewiat trom Dr. Preuss in his opinion 
as to the effeeis of the Lasker fiasco. 

“I think,” said he, “that it may 
sult iu the removal of Minister 
Sargent, who is no fit representative of this Gov- 
ernment at Beriin. Mr. Sargeant was appointed 
by President Garfield, despite the protests of the 
entire German press, and he has never had Wwe 
respect of the German people, who 
learned from the papers here that 
be had nothing to recommend him but his 
riches, acquired by stock speeulation. To think of 
such a man stepping to a position that bad been 
filied by such men as Bavarad Taylor, Bancroft and 
White is absolutely disgusting. The aristocracy 
of Germany giveé A&A Man no respect 
because he has acquired wealth, but 
will honor any man, however impecunious, 
if ne has learning and ability. This Lasker 
serves the double purpose of showing with what 
colllempt our minister is regarded, and of shuow- 
ing how well he deserves it. In the first place. 
he was instructed tw deliver thuse resolutions to 
the Reichstag. Instead of doing so, he delivered 
them to Bismarck, who could not 
Without a sacrifice of his self-respect, act as a 
beurer of such «a document. Hadthe resolutions 
been delivered to the Reichstag they would have 
been accepted, because, while not possessea of 
great following, Lasker was respecteri as a man 
of ability and earnestness. But frum 
| Bismarck’s Standpoint Wwe askeu ioo 
inuch in asking him to submit them. I don’t 
mean to say Jeff. Davis and Lasker were tie same 
Kind of men, but let me make an illustration. 
Suppose deff. Davis were to die, and the Reich- 
Stag should adupt resolutions commendatory of 
his course in fighting against our Union, aad ten- 
dering us condoleuce at our loss. _Do you think 
our Secretary of State woud accept such a paper 
and transmitit to Congress? I thiuk noi. Wall. 
thé Ochiltree resvlutions declared Lasker to be a 
champion of liberty, but 1M was that sort of liber- 
ty which, if permitted to exist, would wreck Bis- 
marck and the government he represented. 
Moreover, Bismarck is a good hater, and 
he hates personally any man that opposes him 
perdi n 5 He had the courage and the stub- 
yornpess to teil us to go to — with our resoiu- 
tions, and who could blame him? But, having re- 
ceived the paper from Minister Sargent, courtesy 
and precedent should have prompied him to 
return them to Minister Sargent. Instead 
of doing so, he accepted this occasion to show 
how completely he ignored tat gentleman, and 
he sent tie resolutious back to Congress direct, 
right over our Mivister’s head.

The 
Almerican workingman, it is true, lives in a free 
country; bul itis well Known that to the French 
mind the laws enforced here by publie opinion 
are considered more desputic thanany of those 
found in Europe, and a workingman of that coun- 
try would not exchange the right to do ashe 
pleased on Sunday for the privilege of being able 
to vote for the Mayor of his town. So far as the 
results of labor are concerned, it is quite proba- 
ble that our French visitors are right. [Ut is true 
that the American workingman receives a iarger 
sum per day in payment for what he does, but 
then, on the other hand, whatever he buys for his 
own support, or for the support of his family, 
costs a proportionally bigher gum, and the net 
results in saving are no more, and perhaps less, 
than would be saved by a workingman in France

A GORGEOUS SPECTACLE. 


The Arion Masquerade Ball at 
Madison Square Garden.

Description of the Decorations and the 
Procession — Following the Banner 
‘Export’? was Bismarck Astride the 
American Hog—A Jolly Crowd. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, February 22.—Tbe annual Arion 
masquerade ball was held last night at the Madi- 
son Square Garden. It was attended by such a 
number of gay maskers that dancing with any ae- 
gree of comfort was rendered almost impossible. 
It was witbout exception the most successful of 
the many enjoyable balls given by the Orion 
Society. The garden has never before been 80 
handsumely decorated, and to say that it fairly 
resembied an immense flower garden is sufficient 
to demonstrate to all that know the garden what 
a great transformation must have taken place. 


Each of the immense pillars in the building was 
surrounded by a mass Of shrubbery and greens 
uplil they resembled immense Christmas trees 
while from pillar to pillar were stretched loops of 
smilax and everyreens. Around the sides of 
the building were stretched lambrequins bear- 
ing in brilliant colors scenes enacted during the 
course of the ball. Like lumbrequins hung from 
the roof at the edge of the dancing flour bearing 
illustrations of comipe to the ball and goine 
home.

Oi 
these beautiful embellishments the various col- 
ored lights of the ceiling shed down a soft light, 
which wingied with the rays of several electric 
ligyts, and rendered the scene even 
more beautiful.

Claiming that the English railway.companies 
have been managed with “great liberality 
and great a vantage to the public,” he yet 
admits that they are practically monopolies, 
and that the best remedy for the evils of 
which the English public justly complain 
is to be found in Governmeut control. As 
to competition, he repeats in substance the 
old truism that railroad competition only 
leads tocombination and eventual consoli- 
dation on a basis more costly to the public. 
If the doubt about making a competing line 
pay {iS overcome, and the necessary capital 
is raised, “it only makes matters worse,” 
says Mr. LAING, “by creating a fresh monop- 
oly with a double capital and substi- 
tuting two poor companies for one pros- 
perous one.”” Better for the companies and 
better for the public, in his opinion, would 
be a system of Government control adminis- 
tered by acompetent board “presided over 
and represented in the House by a responsi- 
ble minister.” The great trouble now, he 
says, is that the roads are harassed and put 
to great expense by the necessity of fighting 
speculative schemes of eompetition.

When the abuse is conimitted 
by one of the clerical censors of the press, 
we hesitate whether to call on the press or

Gen. Price's March Through Mis- 
souri in 1864. 


Gen. Pleasanton Chats Interestingly 
About His Side of the Campaign—The 
Part Played by a Woman in Black— 
Who Was She?—The Story of the Capt- 
ure of Generals. Marmaduke and Ca- 
bell—Hiow a Kansas General Was Out- 
witted and Twenty-Five Hundred 
Confederate Prisoners Well Pleased. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, February 20.—‘Would you hke 
to hear a little of the inside history of the cain- 
paign in Missouri in the fall of 1864, when I fol- 
lowed Gen. Price and his army from Jefferson 
City up through Kansas and down to the line of 
the Indian Territory?” saia Gen. Alfred Pleasan- 
ton the other evening, as he sat in the cosy read- 
ing-room at Willard’s, enjoying the delights of a 
pinch of snuff, just taken from a dainty silver box 
that he shut with a sort of military exactirude. 

I was only too glaa, for had not both armies 
passed my mother’s door, and had not we fed the 
soldiers from both sides? And had I not wished 
with all the fervor of a young rebel that Price 
might turn around and whip Pileasantoa and his 
bands? 

‘Well, I will tell you some things that you have 

robably never heard?” saia the veteran of a 
Ranared battles, as he gave another sniff that ip- 
dicated the titillating pleasures of the snuff, and 
that told me he was iu a talking humor.

HOLEING A COUNSEL OF WAR, 
ali very solemn, ail iooking Very Wise and milita- 
ry-like With their coais buttoned all the way up 
to their chins. There wasn’t much foi- 
mality about the meeting. I simply said: *Gentie- 
meu,lam Gen. Pieasanton. | take commana 
here.’ I asked them what they had done. Brown, 
who was sepir officer and therefore in command, 
said he had cut down some trees about town and 
dug some ditches through the streets. I looked 
at them all carefully and I thuugiit Sanborn bad 
more fight in him than any of them and I ordered 
him to take his command and proceed at ounce to 
move against the enemy. Fiske 1 sent back to 
St. Louis, and I had McNeil court-martiaied for 
refuxing to obey orders.

Both rade up ana offered their swords, but I told 
them to Keep them, that I had no use for tuem. I 
myself did not carry a sword at ail, nothing but a 
little rawbide nding-whip. Marmaduke 
is a fine rellow—a brave man—and I bave met bim 
several times since the war. When Cabell sur- 
rendered he said, ‘Here, General, take this 
sword, | never expect to have any more use for 
it. He wad had two borses shot under him, and 
had just mounted the third. The girth of bis sad- 
dle broke as lie started to run. and he tumbied off 
on the ground. Before he could recover bimself a 
yeung man from Iowa was standing over him 
with a drawn revolver. There was nothing to do 
but give up. Cabell wasa brave officer. I believe 
be now lives in a ‘Texas town, and 
they me he has soured on 
the world generally, and has hever got 
over the failure of the Confederaey. But I must 
teil you about Curtis and* old Lane. After the 
fight was over and Price completely routed, Ourtis 
sent ne word toturn the prisoners, stock, etc., 
over to the Kansas troops. I determined to do 
nothing of the kind.. He had resigned the com- 
mand to me, and I resolved to stand by my rights. 
The prisoners told me they were afraid to be 
marched back through Kansas, and I knew Cur- 
tis would take them to Fort Leavenworth. I tele- 
graphed Rosecrans what had been done and usk- 
ed bim for instructions. Fortunately he ordered 
me to drive the stock to Warrensburg. where it 
wis used by the army, and bring the prisovers to 
St. Louis. I wok those boys down to 
Si.Louis and marched them through the streets to 
Gratiot Sireet Prison. One or twootthe papers 
there had said my victory Was exaggerated, and 
that my telegrains announcing the destructrion 
of Price’s army were lies. When they saw the 
prisoners they took it all_ back, The eleciion 
came on in a few days, and Missourl gave 20,000 
mujority for Lincoln. That is the way I veat 
Gen. Price at his own game in politics.’

That is 
the reason that neither party can afford to 
show the slightest rudeness tuward a_ voter, 
The man who on Weduesday wouid tell her 
togo and soak her head weuid stand bare- 
headed to let ber pass on Tuesday. Whiie 
she holds a smashed balict shoved under the 
palm oi her gray kid glove she may Wal« 
over the canudidate’s prostrate form with im- 
punity and her overshoes if she chooses to. 

Weeks aud mouths before eiection in Wy- 
oming the party with the longest purse sub- 
sidizes the most livery stabies and carriages. 
Then on the eventful day every conveyance 
available is decorated with a political plac- 
ard and driven by a polite young man who 
is instructed to improve the time. Thus, 
every woman in Wyoming has achance to 
ride once a vear at least. Lately, however, 
niany prefer to walk tothe polis and they 
go in pairs, trios aud quartettes, voting their 
little sentiments, and calmly returning to 
their cookies and crazy yuilts as though poi- 
ities didn’t jar their inental poise a minute. 

It is impossibi@& aud even probable, that a 
man and his wife may disagree on polities as 
they mighton rejigien. The husband may 
believe in Andrew Jackson anda relentless 
hell, while his wife may be a stalwart and 
rather liberal onthe question of eterna) 
punishment. If the husband manages his 
wife ashe would a_ clothes-wringer, and 
turns her through life by a crank, he will no 
doubt werk her politically, but if she has 
her own ideas about things she will natural- 
iy act on them, while the man _ whiio is hen- 
pecked in other matters till he can’t see out 
of his eyes, wiil be henpecked, no doubt, in 
the matter of national and local polities. 

These are a few facts abvut the actual 
workings of female suffrage, andi do not 
tackle tie great question of the uitimate re- 
sults upon the political machivery if woman 
suffrage were to become general. 
I do not pretend to say as to 
that. I know a great deal, but I do 
not know that. There are millions of wom- 
en, no doubt, who are better qualiiied to 
vote and yet caunot than millions of alleged 
men whodo vote; butno onecan tell now 
whatihe ultimate effect of a change might 
be.

I see, also, 
that a murderer was hung by process of law 
there the other day. That looks like the on- 
ward march of reiorm whether female suf- 
frage had anything to do with it or not. And 
they’re going to hang another in March if 
the weather is favorabie and Executive clein- 
ency remains dormant, as 1 think it will. All 
these things look hopeful. We cant tell 
what the Territory would have been without 
female suffrage, but when they begin to 
hang men by law instead of by mooniight, 
the future begins to brighten up. When 
you have to get up in the night to banga 
man every little while and don t get any per 
diem for it, you feel as though you were & 
good way from home.

THE “OTIS CANNIBAL.” 


Wrecked When a Boy and Brought up 
as a Man-Eater.

The “Otis Cannibal,” as he is known 
throughout Berkshire County, has figured 
for a day ortwo in the Criminal Court of 
Pittsfiel# Mass., as defendant in a case for 
robbing an old woman’s pork barrel, and 
has been given a month in jail for theft. 


*Yer’d better have stuck to man meat and 
let the perk alone,” said an old granger to 
the prisouer as he passed out of the court 
room in charge of an officer. The prisoner 
nt ny ted did not enjoy the banter, and re- 
phied : 

“‘L wouldn’t want ter chew your tough old 
carkiss.”’ 

The cannibal’s real name is Edward Haz- 
ard, and sera people bélieve that he has 
reaily eaten human flesh. For several years 
he has been one of the attractions at neigh- 
boring cattle shows, the little tent that con- 
cealed his not over attractive person bearing 
the card: 

_ “Only five cents to see the oldest cannibal 
in Berkshire County.” 

While Western Massachusetts has had a 
good many queer characters, no one had pre- 
viously supposed that the county which 
boasts of a college and such summer resorts 
ennox and Williamstown 
did realiy possess a collection of cannibals 
of assorted ages,

being wrecked. The island was occuvied by 
caunibals, who made short work of Hazard’s 
companions Who escapéd to land with jim. 
Two were offered up to the big “boudish,”’ or 
idol, of the tribe, after being tortured terri- 
bly with fire and other means. The three 
Others Were fattened after they had appar- 
ently been taken into The tribe,’ and then 
slaughtered fora banquet which the King 
gave in honor of friends who came to see 
iin from a neighboring island. Hazard’s 
youth saved him for the time being, and he 
won the goud-will of the King by his ingena- 
ity iu the use of various tools taken from 
the wrecked ship. He was given a wife, 
taught to eat human flesh, and raised a fam- 
iiy. Healso learned to worship the idols 
ot the islanders, and says he cannot entirely 
lay aside the “religious habits’ he formed 
there. After living with the savages a dozen 
years he escaped to a passing vessel, pad- 
dling out to the ship on the pretense of de- 
cuying the crew to the island. With all his 
eccentricities he is apparently a harmless 
sort of man, and the yearning for roast bab

AZTEC HIEXOGLYPHiCS., 


An Alleged Discovery of Great Impor- 
tance, 
From the New York Tribune. 


A dispatch from Matamoras, Mexico, says 
that “Rev. Father Damazgo Soto, of Concor- 
dia, in the state of Vera Cruz, has discov- 
ered the key tothe Aztec writings.” - It is 
not possible to judge frum this vague state- 
mentthe significance of the alleged discov- 
ery. Sofarasis known thereis not wuch 
in the Aztec writings that requirésa key, 
The hierogiyphics in use by the occupants 
of the Anahaue valley at the time of the 
Spauish conguest were notof a recognite 
character. ‘The prificiple was that of sy/ia- 
bic phonetics joined with a crude symbolism 
akin to that of the North American Indians. 
Ihe Aztec hierogiyphics were for the most 
part not beyond the siender attainments of 
the ecciesiastics who followed in the wake of 
the Spanish conquerors, and thesé ecciesias- 
tics learned the art themselves so well that 
for a considerable period imany of their pict- 
ure writings were confounded by modern 
archswvlogists with those of the Aztees. It 
may be, however, that the discovery refers 
uot to the Aztecs, but to the ‘l’oltec writings, 
and if this be the case, it may iead to inver- 
esting developments. The Toltees,: who 
were the precursors of the Aztees in Mexico 
and who fleurished in Central America, 
where they have ieft marvelous relics at Pa- 
lenque, Copan and Yucatan, were of a high- 
er civilization than the people who succeed- 
ed them, and they had a pure system of bier- 
oglyphics, of which, untortunately, few 
specimens are known to exist, the most 
accessible being in the Dresden museum. 

The fragments of Voltee writing which 
have been preserved, however, are sufficient 
to justify the conciusion that this peuple 
were accustomed to employ for their relig- 
ious and Astrological writings a speciai 
hieroglyphic corresponding, Ia sime_ re- 
spects, to the Egyptian hieratic script. We 
are not aware thatany eof thispriestiy text 
has been deciphered fully, though enouga ts 
known of it to warrant the belief that much 
of the language employed conveyed an esot- 
eric meaning and was intended to conceal 
supposed truths from the eyes of the vulgar, 
inuch as alchemists used to conceal the real 
significance of their speculations and formu- 
iasin the middle ages. Cvouid this Toitec 
hieratic writing be deciphered, it is probabie 
that new light would be thrown upon the 
religion and science of that ancient and in- 
teresting people, and such information 
would be particularly welcome in this era of 
analytic inquiry. But the Aztecs appear to 
have nothing to conceal, and we know as 
much about them as is either necessary or 
desirable. They were semi-civilized; they 
had sanguinary religious rites; they pos- 
sessed but one form of picture wpyiting; they

TRAPPING A GRIZZLY. 


How It Is Done, and What the Bear 
Dues After Being Trapped. 
From the Forest and Stream. 

Trapping & grizzly has its perils and excite- 
ments also. Lie trap employed is one of the 
double-spring pattern, with steel jaws, and 
weighs complete thirty-eight pounds. The 
springs are very powerful, and have to be 
bent with levers. Ii is quiie an art toset and 
place a trap cunningly, aud trappers vary in 
their methuds and are chary of explaining 
them. Iwill then pass this branch of the 
subjeet. Let us suppose, therefo e, that the 
hunter has made his campin a neigh »orh od 
redvlent of grizzlies, and that he has his traps 
set in a likely place for bear. At the end of 
the trap-chain is a ring above five inches in 
diameter, and thisis driven avout half a foot 
over the end of a heavy stick or log five inches 
through and six oreight feet long. The ob- 
ject of this ‘‘clog,”’ as it is called, is to make 
a trail which caa be readily followed and to 
hamper the bear sufficientiy to prevent hig 
going toa great distance away before the 
hunter can arrive. Great care must be taken 
that the cliain be fastened to the extreme end 
of the clag in such a way thatit can not get 
acruss two trees, and so give the brute @ 
chance to use his enormous strength to tear 
himself loose. Neither must the elog be too 
large and heavy, or the same result wili fol- 
low. It may be accepted as a maxim that a 
grizzly caught in such a trap will eventuaily 
get loose, aud ordinarily in a few hours. He 
is generaliy caught by the extremity of the 
forepaw, just above the ciaws; the hold on 
him is not very great; his exertions to get 
away are tremendous, and result in socutting 
and lacerating the foot that soouer or later he 
will tear out of the trap atteyether. Two 
grizziies that 1 caught got away; one, who 
was probably taken by the ciaws aloue, i@av- 
ing some hairs oaly to tell the tale, the other 
leaving a synall piece of his toot behind asa 
souvenir. Many had ail but torn toemseives 
loose: in one case the foqt was almost cué 
through, and only a smali pieee of skin tae 
thickuess of a man’s li(tie finger remained to 
old the terribly infuriated monster to the 
much detested clog. 

‘The traps are set far back in dense and 
gloomy forests near the tangled s\vamps, 
where grizziies like to wake their jair. ‘The 
ground is covered with fallen timber, and 
travel must beafoot, and is slow and difficult. 
The bear, on being caught, starts off on a tre- 
mendous rush for the swamp, which is close 
by. Here be catches on a rotten log tor a sec 
ond, and plows a path through wide enough 
for a cart; there he hangs on two falien trees 
fifty feet long, but he hangs for an imstaat 
only, m ves the great trees to one side a 
rusheson. Next hestrikes against a tree, 
in his rage turus aud eats the whole side out 
of it, leaving the fresh white pine red with 
biooddstains from hisgums. Now he reaches 
the swamp, and plunges deep into its recesses 
venting his rage ou tue Daisams and pop 
absolutely chewing ‘own saplings, aud Pe 
gnawing them into lengtus like stoveeweod, 


his foot loose from the trap, and surely, 


most tremendous degree of rage and ferdeity, 
When you have thus trapped a 1,000 : 
grizziy you have not cauglit a bear; you have 
simply cauyht the devil iucarnate! 

the question sometnnes is not whether you 
have caught the bear, but whetier you have 
not simply given Wim a first-class opportunity 
to catch you! Now, let us see how this is. 
The grizzly thus caught, and thus worked up 
inty the most formidable ferocity, has to be 
followed up afoot, first through a dense for- 
est, and then caretuily a ljlaborious:y into 
that heart of a tanled swamp, where one 
can not see ten steps ahead, and where, if the 
monster should suddeniy rise direetly in 
front aud charge, trap, clog and ail, retreat 
would be absolutely impossible. Add to this 
that at the time of the Uunter's arrival the 
bear ay have just managed to break his 
caain, or may have just finished eating up 
the ciog bodily, al! of which things have hap- 
pened in my experience. He would then be 
in a beautiiul state of frenzy, and would be 
perfectly delighted to wipe out a hunter or 
two if only to quiet down his nerves.
